PoRTiiANDi'Feb. 5,— The -water in the 
Willamette river rose with unexpected 
ripiiiity lust night, during which many 
of the First street merchants kept vigil 
BO as ta be prepared foir. the worst. The 
excitement attendant upon the rise of 
the water attracted large crowds to the 
streets and bridge until the cold and 
wet diovo them to inove to more genial 
qnai-ters. The number of ladioa on tho 
street, as lute us midnight, was uncoiii- 
monly great, but no one was surpriaed 
as the occasion -was one of a very excit- 
nature. Aa early as 0:30 o'clock 
this morning First and Front streets 
and tho approach to tho Morrison street 
bridge wore jammed by both sexes, who 
soemod to feel much as Nero^d, fid- 
dling while Rome was burning. ^ 

30GKBS ON TIIR SinEBTti. 

In the flush of the exoitoment none 
realized for the time what great loss 
would accrue from tho angry water 
luring the period that it assumed the 

iiia.stery over its ordinary barriers. Up 
loiin the iiiuiidalioii on First .-itreet 
w-iia from iiiiilway hetwoeii Jiorritiriii 
mil Alder dinvn lo II Blrect. On Scconil 
aired the water reached from Washing- 
ton to .•\ Ktreel.s. However, at no place 
except ill a few iEolated spots, woa its 
"eptli liejiind tlnee feci; these streets 
were travcr.sed liy wagons of all des- 
criptions in the ciipacity id ferries to 
convoy sight-aeei-.s from one point to 
oilier. .SiiuiU boats, which have been 
ill ilomaiid all day, were conspicuous 
by llieir absence, in loealiticii -whore lliey 
were iiioal needed, hence express wagons 
were called into reijiiisitioii to supply 
this (leliciiiicy, the iiasaeiigera thus tak- 
ing many cliancea of a dousing. While 
all siduwalks on that tliorouglifnre were 
covefud w-illi .several inches of water up 
to noon, every available inch of dry 
stejipiiig-stone wan occupied by ladies 
who -were iiiucli aiiiu.sed liy the peculiar 
unties of men wading from street to 
street; in a great many cases these 
passengers would lose their foothold und 
tumble into the muddy river. Those 
occurrences couaed shouts, of nierri- 
iiient that could be heard for blocks. 



OOODS GOIKl: l.'l- IIKiltBIl. 

All the stores of the lirat .street of the 
Hooded district have their perishable 
goods raised u few inches above the 
door, but judging from the increase of 
the voiunio of water on that street at 
1'2:,'IU p.m., the merchants will have to 
elevate their wares much higher before 
iii/lit. At the above-named hour the 
siiiiatioii was a serious one. The toiii- 
pcrature was exceedingly mild, a cir- 
ciiiiiSLancc not iudiua.tiye of a speedy 
fall ill the Hood. Un a raft,-. which had

two attacliues of that establisliiiieiit, at 
noun, reading tlio morning papers in a 
most uucouceruednianuer. From Morri- 
son to A streets not a single first floor 
on Front street was free from the flood 
in some iiistaiicca all day yesterday. 
All last night scores of firms were busily 
ut work raising und removing their 
Hist lloor stock .So fur no case of dam- 
age lo goods lias been reported, aud it 
is tliouglit no trouble from that Honrce 
will develop. The street ia full of 
water froni Yamhill to the general 
oiliccH of the .Soiitlieru Pacific railroad 
Cdiupaiiy. Tlie .Morrison street bridge 
and the steel bridge continue to bo tlio 
all-absorbing points of iiitercat, At 
noun a rope was strotchcd across tho 
foul of Mori ison street to prevent any 
cue walking upon the approaches. This 
aotion was nut relislied by the largo 
throng, who wmild willingly have en- 
dangered their lives in order to gratify 
their curiosity. 

f EARS POK THE URtDOE. 

Early this morning another building, 
from PoH-ei'a furniture factory, was 
swe]>t down the current and lodged 
against the west oud piers ot the 
bridge. .Soon after a lot of frame work 
came along and lodged on top of it; the 
pressiire was tremendous. Superinten- 
dent Campbell said to tho reporter tliut 
lie would not be surprised to see the 
bridge collapse at any moment. The 
factory building, -vv ith all ita contents, 
was crowded under tho timbers and 
threatened to* lift the ' structure olF the 
picra. At II IS.*) tho mania charge of 
the street bridge suddenly cried out tor 
all hands to get off thu bridge. Hia 
warning w.ia precaded liy the short 
ulipking sounds. The immense crowd, 
numbering some hundreds, immediately 
dispersed, Tho cast end of the draw 
hud 

LOST ITS nKAUI.N'KS 

And tho rollers hud alipped out ot 
place. The water has risen to hucIi a 
height that the ceptro castings cannot 
he seen, and u very slight ri.ao -.vill carry 
the water up to the liori/ontal works. 
Driftwood in large quantilies has 
collected uboiit the central pior and the 
machinery of the draw ia completely 
blocked. Huge trees, with their roots 
and limbs projecting hich in the air, 
pii.sH under the bridge ana are broken 
like so many pipo stems. About 7 
o'clock this iiioniiiig a large warehouse 
c.niie floating elown tho river and passed 
under tiotli bridges. Tbe roof had been 
taken oil and piles of freight lay expos- 
ed. The warohouae was about .300 foet 
long and is supposed to have conib from 
Oregon City. 

Lntor in the day a barn filled with 
buy cama down and an old vagrant who 
Ha\\- it as it lomulcd tho curve and came 
ill .sight of those on the bridge, set up 
llie cry, "Seo that man, two women ami 
a cliild," which 'le kept repeating. By

It is rumored that tho 
Government bus not yet decided on a 
policy, but it is also stated lliat the 
Minister of Foreign AH'airi, \'iscouiit 
Uoki, has opened negotiations with 
England again. The policy of handing 
over governiiiciit railways to private 
individuals, which tho lute Government 
seemed likely to carry out, will bo re- 
versed by the present governiiient.

them in order. When thu hour of the 
funeral arrived the crowd had swelled 
ver ri.OtX). Tbe Wliite House hud 
been oonverted into a leiiiiionii-y cha- 
pel, a ]iulpit being erected in the .south 
' near the centre. The two caskets 
were completely buried lieiieatli llorul 
offerings, which were superb and of 
very (lovice. Around the cuakets wcin 
urranged rows of chairs and the entire 
-oum Wtts lilled lo its utmost capacity. 
Army and navy otlicers were jiro- 
sent in full uniform and all pub- 
lic otiiciala and foreign diplomats. 

Serviccj were conducted by the Rev. 
G. W. Dougluss, of St. John's church. 
Episcopal, und Rev. Geo. Eliot. Tho 
music was by thu .Schubert quartette of 
New Y'ork, assisted by ten young men 
from St. John's church. Services iu 
tho house lasted onlv half an hour. The 
cortege then started for Rock Creek . 
cemetery, where the caskets will be 
pkced teniporarily. General Catlin and 
Frank B. Tracy were the only members 
of the family who aooumpanied the re- 
mains, Secretary Tracy aud others being 
still too feeble and overcome by their 
terrible aflliction. 

The active pallbearers were sixteen 
seamen. 'The honorary pollbearers were, 
for Mrs. Trucy, Seorutaries Proctor, 
Rush, Noble, Windom, Wanamaker, 
Altormiy-Cenenil .Miller und General • 
Scholiold, Admiruls Hogera and Porter.

THE EXTRADITION TREATY 

The draft of tlie new - .extradition 
treaty has been forwarded;' iij^'Ottawa 
and is publialied in the newspapers of 
the east. It is not rcuUy a new treaty, 
but an extension of tho old one. The 
cew oilauces that are mnde extraditable 
are merely added to the tenth article oi 
tho exiatuig treaty. They ara as fol- 
lows : — 

1. Manslaughter. 

2. Counterleiting and altering money, 
uttering or bringing into oirciilatiou 
counterfeit or altered money. 

3. Embezzlement, larceny, obtaining 
mouey, goods or valiiablo securities by 
false pretences; receiving any mouey, 
valuable security or oilier property, 
knowing tlic same to have beeu embez 
zled, stolen or fraudulently obtained. 

4. Fraud by a bailee, banker, agent, 
factor, trustee, or director or membet 
or officer of any company, made crim- 
inal by the laws of l>otb countries. 

5. Perjury, or subornation of perjury, 
8. Rape, abduction, ^hild-Btealing 

kidnapping. 

7. Burglary, house breaking or shop 
breaking. 

8. Piracy, by tho laws of nations. 

9. Revolt, or conspiracy to revolt, by 
two or moru person.'! on board a ship on 
tho high seas, against the authority oi 
tho master; wrongfully sinking o 
destroying a vessel at sea, or atleniptinj 
to do bo; us.-iaulta on lioaid ship on th 
high seas, with intent to do grievous 
bodily liarni. 

10. Crimea and offencos against the 
laws of both countries lor the suppres- 
sion of slavery and slave-trading. 

Extradition is aUu to take [liaoe for 
participation in any of the criuies men- 
tioned in th:.i c(Jiiveutiuu or in the afore- 
said tenth article; jiiovided such parti- 
cipation he punishablo by the laws ol 
both'countries. 

The treaty negotiated between Great 
Britain aud the United States w.^a 
ostensibly rejected because it did not 
afford sutuciRut protection to persons 
acoused of political oflfences. The 
di'uft of the extended treaty contains 
provisions which are intended to be a 
safeguard to political offenders, They 
provide that the person oxtrailited can 
be tried in his own country for tho 
crime only for wliicli tho HXtradition 
was procured. If, for iustanca, ho is 
extradited for forgery he cannot be 
tried for robbery even if it can b 
proved that before his extradition he 
had been concerned in a robbery. The 
man who has been extradited for com- 
mitting a criminal oU'ence cannot be 
tried for plotting ag.iinst the Oovi 
mcnt though it is known that ho is 
guilty of treason. It is not likely 
that the influences which were power- 
ful enough to procure the rejection 
of the former treaty will be exercised to 
have this one thrown out by tho Senate, 
Both uatioiia uro usliunied that the pre 
scut state of things has been allowed to 
exist BO long. It is regarded both in 
the United States and in Canada as a 
reproach to tho civilization of both coun- 
tries that each should offer an asylum 
for the evildoers of the other. Public 
opinion in tho United Stall's and in 
Caunda has called for a more conipre- 
honsivo extradition law, and the present 
treaty has been framed in answer to 
that' demand. It will, no doubt, be 
sanctioned by the authoritits of all the 
countries concerned without an hour'.'' 
uiiuecossai'y delay. Tho treaty is nut 
retroactive, so that the criminals who 
have already found an asylum in either 
country are safe. 



PROHIBITION. 



A very emphatic reply has recently 
been given in the State of Maine to the 
question so often repeated— "T)oeB. pro- 
hibitiou prohibit ? " Although pro- 
hibition has been tho law of tlu^ land in 
Maine for over thirty years, muI al- 
though it has been rej,'ardcd as the 
model prohibition Statu for nearly all 
that time, it was known that liijuor was 
freely sold in its towns. The law was 
evaded in a hundred ways and in many 
places openly violated, 'i'ho autlioritiea 
lately, spurred up by both tho friends 
and the enemies of prohibition, made a 
ipurt to ciifurce the law. They 
found in llaugor, a town of aome 20,000 
inhabitants, a very extraordinary state 
of things. Although the prohibition 
law had been for no many years 
norninnlly in force it was found that in 
Bangor thero were M2 regular sahjon.s. 
It is coiisiilerril th;il, there is no ,'icarcit) 
of saloonti in Victoriu,-but if it had a.- 
many places in wiiiuh into\icaiiiiL; 
drinks uro sold in proportion to its popu- 
lation as Bangor hau it would ha\o 107.

but it has ht.jii il'.cided in tho courts of 
law that rbesa oertitiuates do not give 



the holders of them the slightest degree 
of protection aa against a Stute prohibi- 
tory law. eio they wore, in effect, no 
licenaoH at all; but the ill'Sgal liquor 
A'jllers found it necessary to take 
them out to protect thenisolven 
from prosecution by tho United States 
authorities, but, as we have said, they 
wore no protectien at all as against the 
law of the State. In other parts of the 
State of Muine liqubr is freely sold. In 
the rural ' districts the prohibitory law 
is enforced, becauao no one is inclined to 
broak it. .Nearly cveryono in them is a 
teetotaller by principle and practice, so 
the pooplo'voiild'iibt^ drink, 'no matter 
what the law of thii State mig^t'be; but 
in thb towns where there is temptation 
to drink and where people who love 
their gliiss live, the law is disregarded. 
The coucluaion that the impartial ob- 
server will come to is that in the coun- 
try among sober people whore the pro- 
hibition law is not needed it is effsotivo, 
but in the towns where a considerable 
proportion . of the inhabitants will have 
their liquor and whore the prohibition 
law is needed, it is openly disregarded. 

A THEOLOGICAL DIFFICULTY. 

The American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions is divided on what many of its 
members regard as a question of t^he 
utmost importance. The young nieu 
who attend tho theological oulloges of 
tho Congregationaliat body, like young 
men everywhere, are active mindud and 
favor iudopendeuco of thought. Some 
of them cannot accept the dognia that 
the heathen who have never heard the 
Oospol preached are "subjects of ever- 
lasting wrath and doomed to eternal 
puniBhiuent." Thoy dnd it impos- 
sible to bo boliovo that those who 
never had a chance of hearing the 
glad, tidings of salvation, will 
he punished eternally for their unbelief. 
These young men frankly confess thsir 
inability to believe this doctrino, but for 
,ill that they consider it tlieir duty to 
preach Christianity to the lui.itliun. 
The question with the Board of Foreign 
Missions is, shall men who believe that 
there ia a chance of salvation for the 
hoalheu who have never heard tho 
(tospcl bo accepted a.s niiaaionaries ! 
The majority of the Board are of opiniou 
that, no matter what the candidate's 
talents Itro, or how well he is educated, 
or how gpqd a life ho has led^ he must 
bo rejected if he is not what they regard 
as sound on this point. Outside the 
Board there docs not seoni to be 
any very great difference of opinion 
on the subject. Laymon in these 
days attach very littlo impor- 
tance to speculative -questions of this 
kind. Tliey look ihore ' to character 
than to doctrino. If a young man feels 
it to bo his duty to go and teach the 
heathen they believe that if he is in 
other respecta qualified tor tho work 
it make.s very littlo difference what 
his opinions are as to the condition of 
tbe heathen in the next world who have 
never hoard of the name of Christ. They 
would not catechise him very closely 
OU ^i.s point, for they cannot see that it 
makes any difl'erence whether Iii.s viowa 
on tho subject are orthodox or heterodox. 
But with clergyman it is different. They 
discuss the matter with the utmost 
solemnity and the majority T3f tbe 
Board of Missions are opposed to 
lecepting a candidate whose views do 
not accord with their own. Dr. 
Storrs, who is an able man, against 
whose orthpdoxy not.even. the most ex- 
acting among the majority has anything 
to say, is trying hard to make peace 
aniong tho controversialists. He would 
reject those who are fi.xed in their opin- 
ions in favor of the theory of a future 
probation for tho heathen, but he would 
deal tenderly with the mere doubters, 
In their case he recommends, to use his 
own words: 

"A candid, tender and sympathetic 
judgment of each case of perplexed and 
doubtful opiniou, taking it by itself, and 
making no one a precedent for another; 
when a«sured of a firm and intelligent 
hold on the essential.'! of evangelical 
faith in one thus doubting, a largo re- 
liance on missionary zeal, and on the 
educating force of missionaiy work, to 
liring the clearness and unity of right 
convictions to replace the state of inter- 
mingled and uncompleted thought and 
feeling presently presented." 

T)v. Storrs' efforts to effect a com- 
promise on this subject do not appear to 
meet with as great success ns they do- 
serve. But wo rather think that it will 
not bo very long before his views will 
be accepted and regarded as hardly 
liberal enough. To reject a good man 
who possesses tbe missionary spirit and 
who is jihysically and iiiorally tit to 
perforin the work he wishes to under- 
take because he cherishes th« hope that 
the untaught heathen will not sutfcr 
eternal puuisbmen^i Meip.^ tQ,n\o*t men 
carrying orthodozy.lto'. tob'Ulgreat ' a 
length, and permitting it to 'dtf d mHous 
injury to the interests of Chr^ai^ianity,'' ' 

THE BACILLUS. 

The iiilluenza which has spread so 
i")uickly over two continent.i has set tho 
doilurs and tlio bi'diigi.'itH enquiring. 
Tliey (or some of thcni r,itl\er) think 
tluit they havo discovered the cause of 
the disease. It is, as the , reader may 
guess, a bacillus. It is tho fashion in 
theto days to attribute all diacii.'^eii to 
bacilli, or microbes. But wdietlic:r the 
minute creature is tho causo of tho dib- 
easo 01' ono of its conaeijuenceB, the 
physicians havo not yet quite decided. 
Well, this la grippe bacillus was dis- 
covered by two young physicians in 
'v'iennu. luinied Maxmilliau and doolies. 
riiCiO minute creatures, a million or bo 
,jf which would find plenty of olbow 
room in a drop of water, are described 
as elliptical in body, with a cansock- 
abaped head. Their color ia blue. 
The microscopic pest ha« been dignified 
by tho title of "bishop bacillus." 
N'ow this bishop bacillus has a mono- 
ply of intluenza, and are not sure 
I hat tho kind of influenr.a that lina been 
doing so much damage lately in Europe 
and America is not its .peculiar pro- 
perty. At any rate, though bad colds 
and inlluenzns havo bean common from 
tiino iinmeniorial we never heard that 
any of them could boa-it of a bacillus of 
their own. Tliey were called "beastly," 
a ligiire of speech oidy, by disgusted 
.sufferers. None of them had tho least 
i Ion that a benst, though u wonderfully 
sinidl oUB, had anything to do with 
tlioir misery. But now they may know 
that thuy arc ill because tho "bishop 
bacillus " is abroad and becauae ho, 
.she or it finds the conditions 
wonderfully favorabU to his, h*r, or it« 



multiplication. What those conditions 
are passes the comprehension o\ tho 
bac|9riologista.. Whe,th;3r they are in 
th«i air, or ii» tlie wafeer, or in the tix 
halations frjm theearib,or whether their 
presence ii due to the temporatr.ro, no 
one seems to have tho slightest idea. 
Nor does tho discovery of tho bacillus 
help the medical faculty in their treat- 
ment of the disease. The young Aus- 
t|-ian physicians have not found out 
how to circumvent the bacillus' they have 
discovered. Thoy are not up to all 
his tricks and cannot tell how 
he a^ipears in a hundred places 
at onoe and > by .what means 
he crosses ocoaaa. and traverses 
continents with the speed of lightning 
almost. Their discovery, so far as wo 
can see, ia a barren one. What is tho 
sufferer from la grippe benefitted by 
being told that tho disease that confines 
him to his bed And subjeota hini to any 
amount of aianoyarice' is caused by'a blue 
bacillus with a head like a cassock ? If 
the doctor would give bim a dose that 
would sicken tho whole host of bacilli 
that had made thoir homo in his body 
he would feel a liendish doliglit in the 
thought of . their destruction ; but to 
tell him that ho harbored a whole 
colony of the abominable creatures 
who were running riot in his tis- 
sues and sapping bis vitality without 
at the same time holding out any pros- 
pect of his getting rid of them until 
after they had put in their work and 
chose of their own accord to depart, 
would bo very cold comfort indeed. 
Ho would bo excused if he refused to 
believe in the bacillus at all, if he de- 
clared that it was a myth and that Drs. 
Maxiniillian - atid ' Joelles are a pair of 
pretentious humbugs. If the discovery 
of the bishop bacillus led to finding out 
a way to cure tho disease there would 
be some sense in it, bui aa the discovery 
has not helped them or any one cUo to 
lind a ramedy,' tbe'i;^inicrobe:.might as 
well have remained undiscovered.

The telephone message hail been re- 
ceived from Mr. Hull's residence at the 
corner of Blanchard and Second streets, 
near the Work estate, so the men and 
apparatus were next ordered there, A 
Chinaman answered the ring of Chief 
Deasy at the door, and informed hini 
that he had telephoned the alarm be 
cause a woman came running in and 
said that there was a fire on Pembroke 
street. Thinking that it was another 
case of "false alarm" orders were given 
for a return to the station. 

Just then Oflicer Levin made 
tlie announcement that the fire 
had been located on Pioneer 
street, and u rush for Pioneer 
street followed. Up ami down Pioneer 
street went the firemen, with the ca 
tioii of apparatu.i ami nai.Hy retinue of 
interested boys anil men, but 11a lii 
made ita apjieuraiice; iiiul then "l>>uiidni 
streid" became the cry. <^iiadra street 
|>arade waa cipially iiniiil cresting anil 
fruitless, and, tired and di.sgiisteil wilh 
tlieir long tour tliraiigli tlie iiunldy 
streets, the iuenien retiirneil ti> lieail- 
ipiartera. 

A Cai.dSlsT reporter who, «itli a 
police ntlieer, hail been endeavoring to 
discover the liiiliiig place of the luucli 
talked-of fire, was follawiii',' a fi;w liiiii- 
drcd yards heliiiiil the lireiueii an tln ii 
way hoins, and had reached the earner 
of Uouglas and Coriiiornnt streetH, when 
a man, breathless and e.xcited, rushed 
up and frantically exelaiiiieii : "Where 
are those firemen t'oing now V \\\\y 
the fire's at the cnnier of ('liatliam am 
Quuilra streets." 

Tho reporter and the policeman ul 
once visited the corner named, but found 
no fire there, and were just expressing 
themselves in forcible laiignage in re- 
gard to the affair, when tliey were giv- 
en the tip that tlic only real and genu- 
ine fire would be found at naschcr's 
laundry, a big frame building net b.iek 
in a grove of trees al the corner of l,liia- 
dra anil Pembroke streets, the latter 
of which is there unopened. 

Detenninud to find the fire if a fire 
there was, the reporter and his com 
paiiion, the latter with all his detective 
running excited to action, proceeded to 
investigate. The tale proved true, the 
brick cTiimney in the wash-bouae hav 
iiig become overheated and set fire to 
the frame building, the little.blaze How- 
ever being easily extinguUh^d^'^'witih a 
garden hose. iTust ai the succt^sful ex- 
plorers were leaving they saw in the 
distance, the tired firo horses dragging 
the engiiio in the direction of the pro- 
vincial jail, another kind citizen having 
given the iliforiiial ion that tin: blaze w as 
ill active operatian there. They were 
brought to the .'■cenc of danger ami their 
avercliargcd feelings at lant foiiud vent. 

The damage done hy tlio lire was 
nothing, bill it shows clearly the neces- 
sity for Kaiiielliiiig lieiiig ilaiie .\'i' o m i; 
in regard ton proper alanii seiviee. 
The coil cract for supplying' the (lame- 
well nysteiii was awardeil in AiigiiHl 
lust liy the city eouiieil, but it is iial 
yet in aperalian. i''or iipwaiiLs of tlin-c 
months the bove.i uiiil eli'elrieal appara- 
tus have remained under aoi/.nre at the 
ustoin house on suspicion of iiiiiler- 
valiiat ion ; although the M'ires are 
strung, uiiil in a few days the system 
could now he made complete. At pre.s- 
cut the city is at tho mercy of the liiul 
fire that may occur, owing to the in- 
ability of the firemen to diacovcr the 
laciitioii of au alarm sunt in, and if the 
eily was to he visited by aoiiie disuK- 
troua contlsgiatioii tho iiiiestioii would 
remain to bo settloil— which is respon- 
sible, the DouHuiiin ( Invorimieiit ar tlie 
city?
